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DETAILED ACTION 

Foreign Priority Claimed 

1 . This application is a 371 of PCT/EP03/09750 International Filing Date: 
September 1 1 , 2003 published in German, which claims foreign priority to Germany 
10242076.9 under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d). It is noted that PCT/EP03/09750 and Germany 
10242076.9 (September 1 1 , 2002) are in Germany, no translation into English. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: A Brief 
Description of the Several Views of the Drawinq(s ) is missing. See MPEP § 608.01(f). 
A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set forth in 37 CFR 1 .74 is 
required 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "Fig. 3" has been used to designate both "NH 2 and 
CHO/COOH coupling reactions" and "SH coupling reactions". Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1 -1 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-15 provide for the use of a conjugate of hydroxya Iky I starch and an 
allergen, but, since the claim does not set forth any steps involved in the 
method/process, it is unclear what method/process applicant is intending to encompass. 
A claim is indefinite where it merely recites a use without any active, positive steps 
delimiting how this use is actually practiced. 

In Claim 8, the phrases "the polypeptide chain" and "the saccharide chains of the 
glycoprotein" lack clear antecedent basis by being dependent from Claim 1 since these 
phrases were not previously recited in Claim 1. Claim 8 may have been intended to be 
dependent from Claim 6 and/or Claim 7. 

In Claim 10, the phrase "the specific immunotherapy" lacks clear antecedent 
basis by being dependent from Claim 1 since this phrase was not previously recited in 
Claim 1. 

In Claim 1 1 , the phrase "the therapy" lacks clear antecedent basis by being 
dependent from Claim 1 since this phrase was not previously recited in Claim 1 . 

In Claim 1 1 , the metes and bounds of the phrase "other types of clinically 
relevant reactions to immediate-type allergens" cannot be determined since the specify 
type of reactions to immediate-type allergens the claim is in reference to has not be 
disclosed. 

In Claim 12, recitation of the term "administration" lacks clear antecedent basis 
by being dependent from Claim 1 since Claim 1 does not indicate that a substance was 
administered. Also, to what or whom would a substance be administered? 

In Claims 13 and 14, the phrase "where the immunotherapy" lacks clear 
antecedent basis by being dependent from Claim 1 since "an immunotherapy" was not 
previously indicated in Claim 1. 
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Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of 
a use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper 
definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 
35 U.S.C. 101 . See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966).
